The Former the Northern, the Latter 
the Southern Spelling. 

“It never occurred to me that 
there could be any two ways of spell- 
ing the word ‘bunk,’ ” said the 
scholarly appearing person who was 
studying the sporting section of the 
newspaper. “But I happened to pick 
up a Memphis newspaper the other 
day and as a head to a speech made 
by Commissioner Loomis in Tokio 
recently I read: “Loomis Hands 

Out the Bunc.’ 

“Now, without endeaving to go 
Into the merits of the case so put 1 
want to say only that the headline 
meant that Mr. Loomis was accused 
of softsoaping the Japanese he ad- 
dressed. The only other authority 
for the spelling of the word comes 
from the sporting cartoonists, whose 
work I study carefully. They are 
unanimous in spelling it ‘bunk.’” 

“It appears to me that the South- 
ern version is based on a belief that 
the word is a diminutive of ‘bun- 
combe.’ The Northern spelling may 
be due to the belief that a person 
who may be bunked is a person of 
sleepy or dopy nature, who might as 
well be lying in a bunk, wrapped 
In slumber. Therefore when a per- 
son is bunked he is rendered sleepy. 
That is merely conjecture.” 



Alleged Origin of Thackeray’s Story 
of the 22 Foot Leap. 

Three college athletes have had an 
Ideal shattered by reading a para- 
graph in a speech that Sir G. Trevel- 
yan made in London before the Pub- 
lishers Circle at a recent dinner. 
These men, in addition to being ath- 
letes, are devoted to Thackeray and 
•‘The Virginians.” 

There is a reference in that book 
to the prowess of George Washing- 
ton as an athlete, particularly as a 
broad jumper. This is to the effect 
that Washington was able to jump 
22 feet, which, considering that it 
was away back in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, was some leap. Although the 
best American record now is 24 feet 
7% inches, it has not been standing 
so long, and in the early days of 
American athletics 22 feet was a re- 
markable performance in the broad 
jump. 

These three used to pride them- 
selves on knowing about that per- 
formance credited to Washington, 
and they pointed out how in 1876 
and for three years following the 
American championship was won by 
leaps of less than 20 feet, and that 
from 1880 to 1 S 8 inclusive the 
champion did not do 22 feet, al- 
though close to it on several occa- 
sions. 

So they used always to tell folks 
who asked about great broad jump- 
ers that Washington held the Ameri- 
can record from 1752 to 1885. What 
shattered all this was the following 
from the Trevelyan speech: 

“I was present at a dinner where 
Thackeray discoursed to a delightful 
audience of young people about “The 
Virginians,” which he was then writ- 
ing and which seemed to till his mind 
to the exclusion of everything else. 
Among other matters he asked us, 
all around the table, what was the 
widest jump any of us had ever 
known, and when we agreed upon 
twenty-one feet, he said: ‘Then I 

must make George Washington jump 
one foot more.’ ” 



He Offers a Seat to a Lady in an Ele- 
vated Car — Unexpected Outcome. ' 

This,” said Mr. Goslington, “I 
confess is rather puzzling to me, but 
I am inclined to think that I get

“The elevated car in which I rode 
home late yesterday afternoon was 
as usual at that hour crowded, and 
so as usual 1 hung on by a strap.

“Sitting down on one side of this 
seat, she edged along a little further 
on that side, thus making her next 
neighbor there, a woman, move along 
a little, and thus providing half the 
seat vacant, and now she invited the 
young man with whom she had been 
talking to sit down beside her, which 
he did, all this leaving me to stand 
there, completely Ignored, in front 
of them. 

“Sitting down as she did she dis- 
commoded the person, the woman 
sitting next to her, and crowding in 
to sit beside her, as he had to do, 
the young man with her discommod- 
ed the person sitting next to him. 
Thus this lady would appear to have 
proceeded when her opportunity 
came with entire disregard of every- 
body but herself, seeking with ut- 
ter selfishness solely her own com- 
fort and pleasure, or so we might 
have thought, if it were possible to 
think ill of any woman, which I do 
not; hut while the situation was a 
little puzzling, it certainly did seem 
as if she had sort of made a gump 
of me, don’t you think?” — New York 
Sun.

line of questions which would be 
asked of the scholars, selected a boy 
from her class to answer each ques- 
tion.

Telephones for train dispatching on! 
the Knoxville division of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville railroad have now 
been in service for more than two; 
months, and officials say that they are) 
even more successful than hoped fori 
says the Knoxville Journal and Trib- 
une. 

This is the first railroad that has 
ever displaced the old telegraph sys- 
tem with telephones in Tennessee, and 
probably in the Southeast, but already j 
other roads whose officials have seen j 
thi« division’s lines in service, are con- 
templating inaugurating the system. 

The advantage of using telephones 
in train dispatching are numerous. 
There is said to be much less danger 
of orders being misunderstood when 
spoken than when sent by code. It is! 
also possible for a man to become a j 
dispatcher without having to study for J 
years on the telegraph cotie, and this 
in itself is becoming a great item for 
railroad officials to worry about, for it 
is said to be almost impossible for the 
railways to find as many competent 
dispatchers as are needed. Another 
advantage is that at small side sta- 
tions, where no night dispatchers are 
kept a train crew can forward or re-j 
ceive messages, should there be some- 1 
thing wrong with their train, and the 
danger of wrecks can in this way be 
lessened. 

During the past six months a great 
many improvements other than the 
telephone dispatching system have 
been made on the Knoxville division 
of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
way, and it is now one of the most 
modern divisions of railroad in the 
south. All switch and signal lights 
have been changed and colors are now 
being used for signals which are less 
liable to be mistaken by train crews. 1 
A number of new engines have also 
been placed in service on the division, 
hile numerous other minor improve- 
ments have been made.

The Ozark Mountains. 

The Ozark mountains form a pla- 
teau region, from 1,200 to 1,800 
feet above the sea level, extending 
with gradual uplif tings from the 
southern part of Illinois into Mis- 
souri, then, sloping down, enters 
Arkansas and Indiana Territory, and 
extends into Kansas. The highest 
point is Pilot Knob, in Iron county. 
Mo. The hills are in separate peaks 
or knobs, and not continuous ridges. 
The irregularities which show moun- 
tain making processes as existing are 
not visible here. 

The Ozark mountains, or Ozark 
Plateau, belong with the oldest 
mountain regions of the world, and 
denudation is slowly but surely re- 
moving the once lofty mountains. 
The plateau belongs to the Tertiary 
period, but Pilot Knob, and vicinity 
belong to the Palyaeozoic age. North 
of the Ozark slope and south of the 
Mississippi river is an old flood plain. 
On the southern slope are large for- 
ests. 



Blushing a Sign of Sense. 

Sir Arthur Mitchell, K. C. B., of 
Edinburgh, who knows much that is 
strange about dreams, laughter and 
other commonplace human charac- 
teristics, has just advanced the con- 
soling theory that blushing is an 
achievement of which every one who 
can blush should be proud. 

He says it requires brains to 
blush. Idiots cannot blush, neither 
can animals. Sir Arthur calls atten- 
tion to the fact that tiny infants do 
not blush, although they learn to at 
an early age, just as soon, in fact, as 
the brain begins to exercise its func- 
tions. In blushing, he says, the mind 
always must be affected. It is al- 
ways and only a bodily expression 
of mental state. It is a natural 
thing for a blusher to say that he 
had tried not to blush. No individu- 
al blushes of his own free will. The 
blush arises without call instantane- 
ously and vanishes almost as quickly. 
Neither for its coming nor its going 
is there any exercise of volition. It 
is controlled, Sir Arthur says, solely 
by the brain, and is a positive sign 
that there is an active brain there. 



Remedy for Choking. 

“Raising the left arm as high as 
you can will relieve choking much 
more rapidly than the act of thump- 
ing one’s back,” said a physician, 
“and it is well that every one should 
know it, for often a person gets 
choked while eating where there is 
nz» one near to thump him. Very 
frequently at meals and when they 
are at play, children get choked 
while eating, and the customary 
manner of relieving them is to slap 
them sharply on the back. The 
effect of this is to set the obstruc- 
tion free. The same thing can be 
brought about by raising the left 
hand of the child as high as possi- 
ble, and the relief comes much more 
quickly. In happenings of this kind 
there should be no alarm, for if the 
child sees that older persons or par- 
ents get excited the effect is bad. The 
best thing is to tell the child to raise 
its left arm, and immediately the 
difficulty passes away." 



The Absent .Mindedness of Genius. 

The absent mindedness of great 
thinkers is a well known phenome- 
non. When Morse had completed his 
wonderful telegraphic system he con- 
fessed to a difficulty which appeared 
to him almost insurmountable. “As 
long as poles can be used,” he said 
to a friend one day, “it is easy. But 
what must be done when we come 
to a bridge? We cannot use poles 
there, aud the wire would break of 
its own weight without some sup- 
port.” “Well,” replied the friend, 
“why not fix the wires to the 
bridge?” Morse looked at him 
thoughtfully for a moment, and then 
exclaimed. “I never thought of that. 
It's the very thing.” This instance 
of mental concentration on one lead- 
ing idea to the exclusion of all others 
is almost as remarkable as that told 
of Sir Isaac Newton, who cut a hole 
in his study door to allow his favor- 
ite cat to come and go freely, and 
then cut a smaller one for the use 
of her kitten. — Dundee Advertiser.

A Dead Bird. 

Samuel Butler, the witty but ec- 
centric author of “Erewhon” — 
which means “Nowhere” — and of 
many other remarkable and sugges- 
tive books, is now more read than 
during his lifetime.

Caesar found it in Britain, 
and Tacitus is authority for the 
statement that it was practiced 
among the Germans of the early 
times. It is impossible to be exact 
about the chronological order of the 
various forms of marriage. In all 
probability the primitive state of 
man was one in which marriage did 
not exist, except in its plural charac- 
ter, when all the njen and women in 
the community were regarded as 
equally married to one another. Then 
probably came polyandry, followed 
by polygamy, which was finally re- 
placed by the present form — a sys- 
tem which may well be called “re- 
cent” in comparison with the length 
of time that human society has ex- 
isted.

Early Railroad Station. 

The oldest structure in the world 
originally built for a railroad station 
is the now disused L. & N. depot in 
Lexington, Ky. It was begun in 
1833. From the northwest corner 
of this building the first passenger 
railway car west of the Alleghanies 
started on its daily run to Frankfort. 
It has been used for almost three- 
quarters of r century and stands as 
a landmark to remind the present 
generation of the old order of things 
in Lexington aud central Kentucky.

TERRITORY DESIGNATED 
FOR ATTEMPT. 



Board of Trustees Will Give It Thor- 
ough Test in 48 Second- 
Class Offices. 



Washington, D. C., The board of 
trustees of the postal savings hank 

system has approved a list cf forty- 
eight second-class postoffices at which 
the plan will be given its first trial, 
the list includes one office for each 
state and territory. 

The list they formally approved was 
selected after careful investigation by 
the postal officials with a view to mak- 
ing the first test of the service as 
thorough as possible under the limited 
| appropriation of $100,000 provided by 
congress, which includes all the ex- 
penses and equipment, including the 
engraving and printing forms certifi- 
cates, bonds, clerical assistance, etc. 

Owing to the smallness of this ap- 
propriation it has been impossible to 
establish postal savings banks during 
the first year in the large city post- 
offices ot tlie country. Communities 
were chosen in which the conditions 
were exceptionally favorable for the 
development of a postal savings busi- 
ness, mostly indu rial centers where 
wage earners will be especially bene- 
fited by, the kind of banking facilities 
afforded. 

A large patronage of the service is 
expected by the officials from foreign- 
horn Americans in these cities who are 
now remitting considerable sums to 
their native countries, usually in the 
form of money orders. Many of the 
places selected, particularly those in 
the west, are not adequately provided 
with other saving institutions. 

It is probable that the plans devised 
for the new postal savings system will 
be given at least a month’s trial in 
the original forty-eight offices before 
others are added to the list, although 
it is expected that the number of of- 
fices will he largely increased before 
the end of the current fiscal year.

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Railroad Laborers Able to Get Along 
on Less than $10 a Month. 

That Italian laborers save more 
mohey at the same wages than any 
other European immigrants is a 
statement made in a report of the 
department of commerce and labor. 
The reason is easily found, says the 
New York Sun. 

A great majority of the unskilled 
laborers in this country are employ- 
ed in railroad construction and simi- 
carried on where there are no ac- 
commodations for boarding and 
lodging the men. T^- boarding 
camp thus becomes essential to the 
contracting company. 

In the case of men of all nationali- 
ties except the Italians a fixed charge 
is made for the boarding and lodging 
of each man. The Italians, however, 
insist on buying and cooking their 
own food. 

Investigation of the records of a 
contracting company employing 
many laborers of various nationali- 
ties in railroad construction showed 
that the actual cost to the company 
of groceries, provisions and payment 
for cooks, waiters, fuel, light, etc., 
at its boarding camps was 19 cents 
a meal, or $3.99 a week for each 
man. The men were charged $18 a 
month for board and lodging. 

The Italians at the camps of the 
same company lived mostly on maca- 
roni, sausage, cheese, sardines and 
bread being the staples and the 
others used very sparingly. The 
average monthly expense of each lab- 
orer was as follows: Twenty-five 

one and one-half pound loaves of 
bread at 8 cents, $2; thirty pounds 
of macaroni at 7 cents, $2.10; sau- 
sage, sardines and cheese, $1.30; 
lard, 90 cents. 

Most of the Italians in addition to 
that amount spent an average of $3 
a month for beer, cheap cigars and 
tobacco, which with the expense of 
$1 a month for shanty rent brought 
the total cost of living up to about 
$10 a month.

T. Vimont and Todd, in company with 
Harry Mann, after the day’s work was 
done, was returning home. It was 
much nearer to reach home by cross- 
ing the creek, they believing that the 
ice was yet firm. They attempted »o 
cress bacK of the property of Dr. T. 
R. Hurt in the bend of the creek. 

Todd was walking a little in advance 
of Mann and had gotten out about 
twenty feet from the shore when the 
ice broke with him. Mann called to 
him to hold on to the ice until he could 
procure a pole. Todd in his frntic 
efforts to extricate himself made 
several attempts to get out on the ice, 
each time it broke with him, dropping 
him back into the icy water. 

Mann returned with the pole just 
as Todd went down the last time. His 
cap was [still floating on the water. 
The alarm was soon given and in a lit- 
tle while a large searching party was 
on the scene. The ice was broken, the 
creek dragged, but as the night was 
c.ld with no light except lanterns, the 
search *vas ineffectual and was aban- 
coned about nine o’clocK. 

Tne search was renewed Wednesday 
morning. Messrs. J. D. Bradley and 
O. M. Thomas went out in a boat, and 
tying four hooks on a long line began 
dragging. It was soon found that one 
of the hooks had taken hold of some- 
thing. On drawing in the line it was 
ascertained that the oody had been 
found and the hook had caught in the 
right trouser leg. 

It was taken at once to the under- 
taking establishment of Mr. Joe W 
Mock, where it was prepared for buri- 
al, and was taken to Richmond Thurs- 
day morning, leaving here on the 0:41 
train, wnere it was buried Thursday 
afternoon.
